To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Spenhorough. 
Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  relating 
to  the  Borough  of  Spenhorough  for  the  year  1959,  and  have  as  in 
previous  years  included  information  concerning  the  health  services 
provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in  the  district. 

If  the  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one  for  all  sections  of  the 
Health  Department,  at  least  we  may  feel  that  much  has  been  accom¬ 
plished.  On  the  environmental  side  good  progress  was  made  with  the 
two  major  projects  of  slum  clearance  and  smoke  abatement.  Some 
203  houses  were  represented  for  demolition  or  closure  bringing  the 
total  dealt  with  in  this  way  to  885  in  the  past  five  to  six  years.  As 
during  the  same  period  893  new  Council  and  468  private  houses  have 
been  erected,  and  some  400  improvement  grants  have  been  authorised, 
it  will  be  seen  that  a  revolution  is  indeed  taking  place  in  the  general 
living  conditions  in  the  district.  Comment  is  frequently  made  upon 
this  by  the  doctors,  nurses  and  social  workers  whose  duties  lie  in  the 
homes  of  the  people.  If  the  same  progress  is  made  during  the  next  five 
years  (and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be),  the  Council  may 
feel  that  they  have  done  much  to  fulfil  one  of  its  most  important  duties. 

Much  time  and  effort  was  also  involved  in  the  survey  leading  to 
the  submission  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of 
the  first  Smoke  Control  Order  which  is  intended  to  cover  an  area  of 
370  acres  with  919  premises.  In  determining  an  approximate  fifteen 
year  programme  to  make  the  entire  Borough  area  smokeless,  the 
Committee  gave  very  serious  thought  to  the  selection  of  the  area  in 
which  the  start  should  be  made.  It  was  finally  decided  to  do  so  in 
Scholes  for  the  principal  reasons  that  it  formed  a  natural  area  of  a  size 
which  was  within  the  financial  and  physical  resources  of  the  Council  to 
deal  with  ;  it  contained  an  almost  equal  balance  of  Council  and  private 
housing  and  much  modern  property  which  would  require  little 
adaptation  ;  there  was  little  unfit  property  in  the  area,  this  having 
been  dealt  with  in  previous  years  ;  there  was  comparatively  little 
industry  and  none  which  would  require  to  be  exempted  ;  it  is  not 
seriously  polluted  from  neighbouring  townships,  and  lying  generally 
to  the  windward  the  creation  of  a  Smoke  Control  Area  would  in 
addition  to  its  local  effect,  also  benefit  other  parts  of  the  Borough. 
Prejudice  and  difficulties  are,  of  course,  bound  to  be  met  when  it  is 
proposed  to  change  the  habits  and  traditions  of  centuries,  and  the 
objections  to  the  making  of  the  Order  led  to  a  Public  Enquiry  held  by 
the  Minister's  Inspector  in  March,  I960.  At  the  date  of  writing,  the 
Order  has  not  yet  been  confirmed,  and  it  is  of  course  obvious  that  if 
and  when  it  is  confirmed  the  operative  date  will  have  to  be  deferred 
much  beyond  the  Council's  desire  to  operate  it  by  October,  I960.  This 
date,  if  it  could  have  been  met,  would  have  enabled  works  of  adapta¬ 
tion  to  be  carried  out  during  the  summer  months  and  caused  the 
minimum  of  domestic  upheaval.  In  the  meantime  householders  may 
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well  be  stocking  up  with  coal  during  the  summer  period  of  reduced 
prices.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  survey  of  the  second  Smoke 
Control  Area  based  on  and  around  the  Windybank  area  of  Hightown 
is  now  under  way,  but  the  biggest  contribution  to  the  cause  of  smoke¬ 
less  air  would  be  made  if  the  Minister  could  find  it  possible  to  simplify 
and  expedite  the  administration  of  the  Act  which  is  at  present  so 
cumbersome  and  time  consuming. 

Needless  to  say  I  remain  convinced  that  health,  amenity  and 
economy  will  benefit  to  an  unforeseen  degree  by  the  speedy  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  Act.  The  warm,  dry  summer  of  last  year,  in  which  at 
least  the  domestic  fires  became  less  necessary,  showed  how  pleasant 
it  could  be  to  see  clearly  and  from  afar  the  pleasant  parts  of  the 
Borough  which  are  frequently,  if  seen  at  all,  enshrouded  in  smoke. 

Good  progress  was  also  made  in  the  improvement  of  sanitation  by 
the  continuance  of  the  schemes  of  conversions  of  privy  middens  and 
tippler  closets,  and  the  further  work  and  cumulative  effect  of  that  of 
previous  years  in  regard  to  food  premises  and  food  handling  must 
surely  be  obvious  to  all. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  implement  the  scheme 
proposed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  appointment  of  Old  People’s 
Wardens  or  Visitors  on  the  Barrington,  Windybank  and  Clover 
Hill/Laverhills  Estates,  and  they  were  indeed  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  three  ladies  who  are  well  suited  for  this  v/ork.  Visiting 
daily  and  oftener  when  required  some  twenty  elderly  persons  each, 
the  variety  of  tasks  and  troubles  which  they  have  found  to  cope  with 
to  the  great  benefit  of  their  charges  is  quite  astonishing.  It  is  a  service 
which  I  am  sure  will  be  expanded  and  it  requires  for  its  full  benefit, 
intelligent  house  letting  so  that  those  in  need  of  the  service  can  be 
brought  within  the  ambit  of  a  Warden. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  also  sponsored  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  Home  Safety  Committee  which  receives  grants  from  the 
Borough  Council  and  from  the  County  Council.  Having  regard  to  the 
fact  that  in  Britain  some  8,000  deaths  occur  as  a  result  of  accidents  in 
the  home  and  that  many  tens  of  thousands  of  injuries  are  sustained  in 
like  manner,  most  of  them  preventable,  it  is  obvious  that  this  Com¬ 
mittee  has  an  important  but  difficult  task  to  perform.  It  has  started 
off  with  enthusiasm  and  I  trust  it  will  receive  the  support  it  deserves. 

With  reference  to  the  services  administered  by  the  County 
Council,  a  great  strain  was  placed  on  the  Department  by  the  extension 
of  the  poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme  to  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of 
26  years  (previously  16  years),  and  now  to  40  years.  Over  14,000 
injections  of  polioymelitis  vaccine  were  given  during  the  year,  the  bulk 
of  them  by  the  Health  Department  staff,  and  the  clerical  work  involved 
in  this  and  in  dealing  with  the  records  required  from  the  general 
practitioners  has  been  very  great.  The  clerical  staff  rarely  receive  the 
full  recognition  of  the  importance  of  their  duties,  and  whereas  all  have 
played  their  part,  the  implementation  of  this  additional  programme 
together  with  the  minimal  disturbance  of  all  our  other  activities  could 
not  have  been  carried  out  without  the  deep  local  knowledge  and 
administrative  ability  of  Mr.  Marshall,  the  Chief  Clerk. 


Much  thought  and  discussion  has  been  given  to  the  Mental  Health 
Act,  1959,  which  will  call  for  the  adoption  of  a  new  scheme  of  care  by 
the  County  Council.  The  effect  of  the  Act  is  to  alter  the  classification 
of  mental  disorders  and  the  methods  of  admission  to  hospital.  It  seeks 
to  retain  within  the  general  community  persons  permanently  or 
temporarily  afflicted  and  aims  at  an  increased  measure  of  rehabilita¬ 
tion.  It  will  involve  not  only  new  training  facilities  and  residential 
establishments,  but  also  the  closest  liaison  between  the  hospitals, 
the  general  practitioners  and  the  new  class  of  social  workers  to  be 
employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority.  I  do  not  doubt  that  many 
difficulties  will  be  encountered,  and  the  recruitment  and  training  of 
suitable  persons  as  social  workers  may  well  prove  to  be  the  greatest  of 
these.  I  must  confess  to  some  apprehension  that  in  the  early  stages  and 
perhaps  for  a  few  years  to  come  the  service  which  we  provide  will  be 
quite  inadequate  and  perhaps  less  satisfactory  in  many  respects  than 
that  which  exists  locally  at  present. 

The  opening  of  the  occupation  centre  at  Lincoln  House  in 
Heckmondwike  has,  however,  improved  the  training  facilities  available 
in  the  area  and  makes  for  close  liaison  between  the  field  workers  and 
the  Centre  staff. 

The  issue  of  the  Report  of  the  Maternity  Services  Committee  also 
called  for  much  discussion  at  local  level  between  doctors,  nursing  staffs, 
and  administrators  engaged  in  general  practice,  in  hospital,  and  in  the 
Local  Health  Authority  services.  In  this  area  we  are  indeed  fortunate 
in  the  excellent  co-operation  which  has  been  achieved  over  the  years, 
and  in  the  sufficiency  of  general  practitioner  obstetric  beds  available  in 
local  hospitals  which  results  in  over  80%  of  confinements  taking  place 
in  hospital.  The  picture  with  regard  to  the  domiciliary  service  is, 
however,  less  satisfactory,  and  is  in  part  brought  about  by  the  very 
fact  of  the  decline  in  domiciliary  cases.  Recruitment  of  staff  is  difficult 
and  at  times  impossible,  and  the  reduction  in  the  midwifery  staff 
means  that  sufficient  liaison  with  the  large  number  of  general  practi¬ 
tioners  is  out  of  the  question.  It  is  often  also  inevitable  that  the 
midwife  who  has  supervised  a  patient  throughout  her  pregnancy 
cannot  be  present  at  her  delivery.  I  think  myself  that  in  this  area  it 
would  be  preferable  and  practicable  for  all  confinements  to  be  carried 
out  in  hospitals  with  a  reduced  lying-in  period,  the  ante-natal  care, 
instruction  in  mothercraft  and  relaxation  exercises  being  shared 
between  the  hospitals  and  the  general  practitioners,  with  a  greatly 
reduced  domiciliary  service  of  an  emergency  nature  run  from  the 
hospitals.  Nothing  of  this  is  intended  to  disparage  in  any  way  the  high 
standards  or  the  fine  work  being  done  under  difficulties  by  the  existing 
domiciliary  midwives,  and  needless  to  say  there  are  many  who  disagree 
with  these  views. 

Throughout  the  year  I  have  again  continued  frequent  local 
meetings  with  certain  of  the  general  practitioners  of  the  area  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  possible  establishment  of  a  Health  Centre  in  Cleck- 
heaton,  and  in  association  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  further 
discussions  have  taken  place  with  representatives  of  the  West  Riding 
Executive  Council.  Although  prolonged,  these  have  been  fruitful  ; 
many  difficulties  have  been  ironed  out,  provisional  plans  have  been 
prepared,  and  we  are  now  facing  the  crucial  question  of  finance. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Local  Health  Authorities  were 
empowered  to  provide  chiropody  services  for  aged  persons,  physically 
handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers,  and  whatever  the 
difficulties  likely  to  be  met  in  other  areas  it  was  felt  that  in  the 
Borough  area,  thanks  to  the  very  fine  service  built  up  by  the  voluntary 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Health 
Department  over  the  years,  the  transition  and  the  expansion  of  the 
service  could  be  accomplished  in  a  smooth  and  beneficial  way  accept¬ 
able  to  all.  Later  experience  has  proved  this  to  be  the  case. 

To  mention  all  the  matters  of  policy,  of  review  of  services,  and  of 
impending  change  would  be  tedious  and  out  of  place  in  this  introduc¬ 
tory  statement  but  it  would  be  an  obvious  omission  to  fail  to  mention 
the  imminent  visit  of  the  Boundary  Commissioners  to  the  West 
Riding  Special  Review  Area,  the  implications  of  which  have  been 
uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  Council  and  its  officials  for  some  time. 
I  must  of  course  comment  only  on  the  areas  and  services  with  which  I 
am  intimately  concerned.  I  believe  that  the  County  Council  Health 
Services  in  the  area  are  good  and  without  obvious  gaps.  I  believe  that 
the  Borough  Council  is  progressive  in  Health  matters  and  that  it  has 
an  efficient  Health  Department.  Nevertheless  I  firmly  believe  in  the 
principle  of  local  responsibility  and  local  interest  fostered  by  responsi¬ 
bility  and  I  feel  that  planning,  policy,  integration  of  services  and 
administrative  decisions  can  be  more  quickly  effected,  and  effectively 
applied,  in  a  system  of  one  tier  administration  than  in  two  tier  adminis¬ 
tration  with  or  without  delegation.  Delegation  of  day  to  day 
administration  to  Councils  or  Committees  without  financial  and 
planning  responsibility,  unless  interpreted  in  the  most  liberal  sense 
appears  to  me  to  be  little  more  than  paying  lip-service  to  the  idea  of 
local  responsibility.  However,  systems  of  local  government  adminis¬ 
tration  are  dependent  to  a  very  large  extent  upon  circumstances  of 
geography,  as  well  as  of  size  of  population,  and  it  would  be  wrong  for 
me  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  needs  of  all  the  people  in 
this  and  adjoining  areas  in  relation  to  health  and  related  services 
would  be  better  served  by  one  integrated  Health  Department  of  a 
single  all  purpose  authority. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  reveal  the  usual  mixed  bag  of  favourable 
and  less  satisfactory  aspects.  The  outstanding  feature  this  year  lies  in 
the  infant  and  neo-natal  mortality  rates  which  at  9-5  and  7-6  res¬ 
pectively  are  twice  as  good  as  the  best  previously  achieved  in  the 
Borough.  The  still  birth  rate  of  20-5  is  also  satisfactory.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  for  the  first  time  in  four  years,  the  death  of  a  mother  due  to 
child-birth  occurred.  Following  the  pattern  of  recent  years  the  birth 
rate  is  lower  and  the  general  mortality  rate  higher  than  the  average 
for  similar  areas  throughout  the  country.  This  higher  mortality  rate 
is  due  to  the  aggregate  of  slight  increases  in  all  the  main  causes  of 
death. 

The  various  immunisation  procedures  show  a  satisfactory  level  in 
the  child  population,  but  in  spite  of  much  propaganda  the  uptake  of 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  in  persons  between  16  and  40  years  is 
disappointing  and  may  possibly  prove  to  be  dangerously  low.  The 


rationalised  scheme  for  immunisation  procedures  shows  that  it  is  now 
considered  preferable  to  delay  primary  vaccination  against  smallpox 
until  about  18  months  of  age,  as  this  is  believed  to  reduce  the  compli¬ 
cations  occasionally  arising  in  connection  with  vaccination  during  the 
first  six  months  of  life,  as  has  been  the  established  practice. 

In  relation  to  infectious  disease  there  was  a  moderate  incidence 
of  measles  and  chickenpox  in  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year,  and  a 
prevalence  of  mild  scarlet  fever  in  the  last  quarter.  There  were  no 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  which  is  only  the  third  time  this  has  happened  in 
the  last  thirteen  years.  Eighty-two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified,  but  there  were  no  major  incidents  and  it  is  more  than  doubtful 
whether  many  of  these  were  actual  examples  of  food  poisoning.  The 
majority  certainly  represented  the  enthusiasm  of  one  general  practi¬ 
tioner  for  notifying  cases  of  unexplained  diarrhoea  which  we  were  of 
course  happy  to  investigate  usually,  however,  without  result. 

Although  not  a  notifiable  disease  it  was  brought  to  my  attention 
that  numerous  sporadic  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  were  occurring  in 
the  district  from  July  onwards  and  this  appeared  also  to  be  the  case 
in  neighbouring  areas.  This  disease  raises  many  epidemiological 
problems  and  it  would  be  much  more  satisfactory  if  it  were  made 
notifiable  without  delay. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  Divisional  nursing  staff 
during  this  year  which  has  led  to  many  difficulties,  and  I  must  once 
again  pay  tribute  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.  Where  all 
have  been  splendid,  position  and  opportunity  have  enabled  the  more 
senior  members  to  give  outstanding  service  and  loyalty.  In  particular 
I  must  once  again  thank  Mr.  Templeman,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  never  failing  help  and  encouragement  and  not  least 
for  preparing  that  part  of  the  report  relating  to  the  sanitary  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Our 
Department  has  again  enjoyed  the  most  helpful  co-operation  from 
general  practitioners,  hospital  staffs,  teachers  and  colleagues  in  other 
Departments,  and  I  am  very  grateful  for  this  as  I  am  also  for  the 
support  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  particularly,  who  have  invariably  given  me  a  patient  and 
tolerant  hearing  on  many  matters,  controversial  and  otherwise.

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POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  population  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  according  to  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  at  the  middle  of  1959  was  36,480,  and  this 
figure  is  used  throughout  this  Report  in  calculating  rates. 

The  district,  although  mainly  industrial  in  nature,  contains  much 
open  space  and  a  fair  amount  of  agricultural  land.  There  are  over 
four  hundred  factories  in  the  district  but  only  about  ninety  of  these 
employ  more  than  twenty  persons.  Although  processes  connected 
with  the  woollen  textile  industry  are  the  predominant  industry,  a 
great  diversity  of  manufacture  is  carried  on.  There  is  the  advantage 
in  this  that  the  whole  community  can  not  be  affected  by  recession  in 
any  one  branch  of  industry.  The  small  size  of  many  of  the  factories 
renders  very  difficult  the  establishment  of  an  effective  industrial 
medical  service,  but  within  recent  years  development  of  welfare 
schemes,  canteens,  etc.,  in  the  larger  factories  has  proceeded  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  Owing  to  the  way  in  which  the  Authority  was 
formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  a  number  of  pre-existing  townships 
population  has  tended  to  be  concentrated  in  comparatively  small 
aggregates  rather  than  spread  evenly  throughout  the  district,  but  this 
is  disappearing  year  by  year  owing  to  the  movement  within  the 
Borough  of  large  sections  of  the  community  into  new  housing  estates. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Spen  Valley  Employment 
Exchange  for  the  following  information  regarding  employment  in  the 
district  — 

“It  is  pleasing  to  record‘that  in  1959  in  the  Spen  Valley  Area  there 
was  a  welcome  improvement  in  the  industrial  situation. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  nearly  300  people  were  on  the  register 
of  unemployed  persons,  just  over  a  quarter  of  the  number  being  men 
and  women  who  were  temporarily  suspended  from  work. 

With  only  one  exception,  every  month  saw  this  figure  reduced  in 
number  until  at  the  end  of  the  year  if  was.only  128. 

This  represents  0-6%  of  the  total  working  population,  which 
compares  favourably  with  the  Regional  (East  and  West  Ridings)  and 
National  figures  which  were  1  -5%  and  1  -9%  respectively. 

Most  industries  seem  to  have  shared  in  this  period  of  prosperity 
and  many  firms  have  found  it  necessary  to  work  overtime  to  meet  their 
customers’  requirements. 

In  the  textile  industry,  which  employs  the  largest  number  of 
people,  additional  night  shifts  for  men  and  evening  shifts  for  women 
have  been  introduced  in  an  effort  to  cope  with  arrears  of  work. 

The  break  in  the  weather  which  came  at  the  end  of  the  long 
summer  did  not  appear  to  cause  any  noticeable  unemployment 
amongst  workers  in  the  building  and  civil  engineering  industry. 

The  printing  strike  in  the  middle  of  the  year  did  not  bring  about 
much  unemployment  although  one  employer  felt  that  the  reduced 
dem.ands  for  his  goods  were  attributable  to  the  fact  that  during  the 
strike  his  goods  had  been  marketed  in  plain  instead  of  in  their  usual 
attractive  wrappings. 

The  engineering,  wire,  leather,  chemical  and  glass  industries  all 
continued  to  be  busy  and  demands  for  workers  exceeded  the  supply. 

To  sum  up,  1959  was  an  industrially  prosperous  year  and  we  hope 
and  expect  that  this  position  will  continue.’’

The  birth  rate  at  14-4  per  1,000  population  was  again  lower  than 
the  average  for  similar  areas  in  the  County  (16-1)  and  also  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (16-5).  Of  the  eleven  stillbirths  one  was 
associated  with  Rhesus  antibody  formation,  two  with  toxemia,  one 
with  abnormalities  of  the  unborn  child,  five  with  difficulties  en¬ 
countered  during  labour  and  in  one  case  the  cause  was  unknown. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  9-5  per  1,000  live  births  was  easily 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Spenborough  (previous  best  17-6).  The 
neo-natal  and  peri-natal  death  rates  were  likewise  the  best  ever 
recorded. 

For  the  first  time  for  four  years  the  death  of  a  mother  due  to 
child-birth  occurred.  This  happened  in  a  hospital  to  which  the 
mother  had  been  admitted  some  fourteen  days  prior  to  delivery 
because  of  the  delayed  onset  of  labour.  Septic  complications  ensued 
and  the  mother  died  of  septicemia.

The  494  deaths  produced  a  crude  rate  of  13-5  deaths  per  1,000 
population,  and  again  as  in  previous  years,  this  is  slightly  higher  than 
the  average  for  the  County  (11-6).  The  most  noticeable  feature  of 
these  statistics  is  the  comparatively  high  number  of  deaths  from 
coronary  and  other  heart  diseases,  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  and  from  respiratory  diseases  principally  bronchitis.  There 
was  an  excess  of  female  deaths  over  male  deaths  this  year  which  is 
unusual.  Only  40%  of  all  deaths  occurred  at  75  years  of  age  and  over.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A  high  level  of  protection  against  diphtheria  has  been  obtained, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  almost  90%  of  children  over  1  year  of  age  and 
under  the  age  of  15  years  have  been  immunised  at  one  time  or  another. 
The  percentage  immunised  under  one  year  of  age  is  very  low  and  this 
is  due  to  the  timing  procedure  which  we  have  adopted  in  the  past  for 
the  various  inoculations.  During  the  year  510  children  received 
primary  inoculations  and  409  received  reinforcing  injections.

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Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

During  the  year  441  children  completed  a  course  of  immunisation, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  22%  of  children  under  one  year  and  40%  of 
children  between  one  and  four  years  of  age  had  received  protective 
inoculation.  Although  we  are  now  combining  anti-tetanus  injections 
with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  no  figures  are  available  of  the 
percentage  of  immunisation  against  this  disease.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

The  main  feature  of  the  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomye¬ 
litis  was  its  extension  during  the  year  to  include  persons  up  to  26 
years  of  age.  It  is  now  available  to  all  persons  from  6  months  of  age 
up  to  26  years,  as  well  as  expectant  mothers  and  certain  other  classes 
at  special  risk,  and  the  figures  given  below  show  the  considerable 
interest  and  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  public.  It  will  be  seen  that 
altogether  4,391  persons  received  two  injections  and  also  that  4,550 
children  and  965  adults  received  their  third  injections — a  total  of  over 
14,000  separate  injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  72%  of  children  in 
the  age  group  1 — 16  years  had  received  two  injections  and  while  this  is 
satisfactory  in  that  it  compares  very  favourably  with  national  figures, 
I  would,  of  course,  like  to  see  it  improved  upon  in  the  coming  year, 
together  with  a  much  higher  acceptance  rate  among  the  older  age  group.

Vaccination  Against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  certain  contacts 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  especially  young  infants,  and  also  to  school- 
children  of  13  years  of  age.  The  former  are  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physicians  at  the  general  hospitals,  and  the  details  of  our  school 
programme  are  given  in  the  section  relating  to  School  Health  for  the 
sake  of  convenience. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  moderate  incidence  of  measles 
throughout  the  district  during  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year  and 
of  chickenpox  in  the  last  quarter.  Sixty-one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified  mainly  of  a  mild  type  with  a  transient  rash. 

Although  eighty-two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  these 
were  widely  scattered  throughout  the  Borough  area,  and  there  was  no 
outbreak  arising  from  a  common  source.  In  fact  it  will  be  noted  that  a 
causative  organism  was  identified  in  only  nine  of  these  cases.  Two  of 
the  possible  explanations  for  this  are  either  that  the  illness  is  not  food 
borne  and  is  of  the  nature  of  a  non-specific  gastro-enteritis,  or  it  could 
be  that  treatment  instituted  immediately  by  the  doctor  together  with 
the  delay  in  receiving  and  investigating  the  notification  impedes  the 
identification  of  the  organism  by  the  laboratory.  Certainly  one 
became  aware  that  throughout  the  area  there  was  a  considerable 
incidence  of  illness  lasting  a  few  days  with  diarrhoea  sometimes 
accompanied  by  vomiting  which  were  not  considered  by  the  general 
practitioners  to  be  notifiable.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


Once  again  the  year  saw  a  further  slight  decline  in  the  number  of 
cases  on  the  register,  but  not  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified,  and 
in  actual  fact  the  sixteen  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  was  higher  than  for  the  last  two  years.  458  home  visits 
were  paid  by  Nurse  Smith  in  connection  with  the  treatment  and 
contact  tracing  of  tuberculous  patients,  and  by  her  continued 
attendance  at  the  chest  clinic  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  she  also 
maintains  the  close  and  happy  liaison  which  it  is  essential  to  maintain 
between  the  therapeutic  and  preventive  aspects. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  protect  younger  children  by 
tuberculin  testing  of  five  and  eight  year  olds  at  school  and  by  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  among  the  thirteen  year  olds.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

This  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  year  so  far  as  the  mental  health 
service  is  concerned.  There  has  been  a  good  level  of  ascertainment  and 
supervision  of  mental  defectives,  and  we  have  been  able  to  obtain 
employment  or  admission  to  the  Dewsbury  Occupation  Centre  for  all 
of  those  in  whose  case  it  was  a  practicable  proposition.  The  opening 
of  the  County’s  Occupation  Centre  at  Lincoln  House,  Heckmondwike, 
is  imminent  and  this  should  prove  both  convenient  and  should  facili¬ 
tate  the  interplay  of  communication  which  is  necessary  between  the 
training  staffs  and  the  mental  health  workers  in  the  field. 

With  regard  to  mental  illness,  co-operation  between  the  general 
practitioners,  the  hospital  staffs  and  the  mental  health  social  worker 
has  again  been  excellent  with  the  result  that  quite  often  the  mental 
health  worker  has  been  called  in  to  deal  with  cases  in  an  advisory 
capacity  before  they  have  reached  the  stage  of  referral  to  the  psy¬ 
chiatrist.  Mrs.  de  la  Cour  has  again  attended  also  at  the  psychiatric 
out-patient  clinic  at  Staincliffe  and  this  has  been  invaluable  in  fostering 
the  essential  integration  of  the  hospital,  practitioner  and  public  health 
services  in  this  sphere  of  medicine.  She  shares  her  duties  between  this 
health  division  and  the  neighbouring  Batley  division,  and  it  has  been 
obvious  for  some  time  that  with  the  growth  of  the  work  in  relation  to 
mental  health  that  one  full-time  social  worker  is  required  in  this 
division  alone.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 


The  domiciliary  nursing  service  has  again  been  freely  sought  and 
although  there  were  fewer  visits  paid  this  year  than  last  the  number  of 
cases  attended  was  slightly  larger.  The  bulk  of  the  work,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  figures  below,  is  in  connection  with  the  home  nursing 
care  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick,  but  with  the  earlier  discharge  of 
patients  from  hospital  there  is  also  an  increasing  amount  of  nursing 
required  to  complete  treatment.  Co-operation  between  the  district 
nurses  and  general  practitioners  and  liaison  with  other  members  of  the 
public  health  staffs  has  been  excellent.  The  resignation  and  retirement 
of  valued  members  of  the  staff  has  caused  great  difficulties  this  year 
and  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  secure  suitable  replacements  at 
short  notice.  However,  due  to  the  endeavours  of  those  who  have 
remained  an  adequate  and  indeed  a  very  good  service  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Suitable  equipment,  sometimes  of  a  very 
specialised  nature,  has  been  readily  available  when  required.

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  AND  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

As  in  previous  years  over  80%  of  the  new  births  in  Spenborough 
took  place  in  maternity  homes  or  hospitals  and  the  domiciliary  mid- 
wives  attended  106  cases  in  patients’  own  homes  as  shown  below. 
They  did,  of  course,  carry  out  a  substantial  amount  of  visiting  to 
patients’  houses  in  the  ante-natal  period  and  also  attended  at  the 
*ante-natal  clinics.  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  extremely 
difficult  to  administer  over  a  broad  divisional  area  with  a  staff  of  only 
three  midwives  and  extraordinary  difficulties  were  met  with  this  year 
by  the  resignation  of  two  members  of  the  staff.  Taking  into  account 
the  needs  of  the  domiciliary  midwife  for  off  duty  periods,  holidays, 
sickness  and  the  like,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  that  degree  of 
co-operation  and  liaison  with  the  general  practitioners  which  is  so  very 
desirable.  It  very  frequently  happens  under  such  circumstances  that  a 
midwife  is  unable  to  attend  at  the  delivery  of  a  patient  whose  ante¬ 
natal  care  she  has  supervised.

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HEALTH  VISITING  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Only  part  of  the  scope  of  the  health  visitors’  duties  are  shown  by 
the  statistical  returns  of  their  visits,  etc.,  during  the  year.  There  has 
had  to  be  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  domiciliary 
visitation  of  infants  this  year  because  of  the  pressure  of  other  work, 
but  happily  this  has  to  some  extent  been  balanced  by  increased 
attendances  at  the  infant  welfare  clinics,  and  of  course  the  homes  most 
in  need  of  visitation  received  special  attention.  The  whole  bias  of  the 
work  of  the  health  visitor  is  towards  education  and  although  188 
parentcraft  talks  or  lectures  were  given  at  schools  in  the  year  this  is 
but  a  small  part  of  the  health  education  work  which  she  actually 
carries  out.  Staff  changes  again  led  to  administrative  difficulties 
throughout  the  year  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  two  of  our  health 
visitors  succeeded  in  obtaining  senior  appointments  as  Divisional 
Nursing  Officers  elsewhere  in  the  County  service.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES. 


A  register  is  kept  in  the  Department  of  those,  fortunately 
comparatively  few,  families  in  the  district  which  are  considered  to 
need  special  attention  and  follow-up  for  their  own  good,  and  in 
particular,  in  order  to  prevent  neglect  of  the  children.  In  these 
duties  of  supervision,  the  staff  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
officials  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  with  the  School  Welfare  Officers  and  with  the  other  agencies 
which  are  available  to  assist  in  these  cases. 

So  far  as  the  care  of  the  children  is  concerned,  neglect  is  the 
principal  cause  for  concern,  and  this  usually  in  the  form  of  lack  of 
cleanliness,  and  failure  to  provide  adequate  clothing,  bed  clothing, 
etc.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  whereas  a  complete  cure  is  seldom 
to  be  expected,  supervision  by  trained  staff  does  much  to  prevent  the 
disruption  of  these  families,  and  leads  at  least  to  an  acceptable 
minimum  of  living  standards  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

As  the  “designated”  officer  for  the  divisional  area  I  found  it 
necessary  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  various  officials  concerned  with  these 
families  on  only  three  occasions.  I  am  sure  that  these  co-ordinating 
committees  serve  a  useful  service  in  dealing  with  specific  cases  from 
time  to  time.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  home  help  service  continued  along  the  same  lines  as  last  year, 
and  there  was  once  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attended 
and  also  in  the  number  of  hours  worked.  However,  nobody  has  gone 
without  for  very  long  when  the  need  for  such  help  was  obvious,  and 
although  a  service  of  this  type  is  extremely  difficult  to  administer,  no 
major  problems  have  arisen.  Once  again  a  glance  at  the  figures  reveals 
the  benefit  which  aged  and  chronic  sick  persons  are  receiving  from  this 
service.  They  constitute  over  90%  of  the  cases.

CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT. 

Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  is  empowered  to  provide  convalescent  home  treatment.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  wide  range  of  medical  and  nursing  services  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  health  of 
children  at  school  was  continued  during  the  year  with  little  diminu¬ 
tion  in  spite  of  staffing  difficulties  and  the  impact  of  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  scheme.  The  statistical  details  are  shown  on  the  succeed¬ 
ing  pages. 

The  general  physical  condition  of  children  examined  at  routine 
medical  inspections  was  excellent.  Indeed  quite  extraordinarily  so 
with  only  5  children  out  of  1,447  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
the  number  of  defects  recorded  was  less  than  in  previous  yea.rs. 

Forty-six  special  examinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  the  number  of  recommendations  for  special  education  indicate 
that  the  level  of  ascertainment  of  special  disability  is  highly  satis¬ 
factory.  At  the  end  of  the  year  eight  children  were  awaiting  placement 
in  a  day  special  school  for  educationally  subnormal  children,  and  two 
awaiting  vacancies  in  schools  for  physically  handicapped  pupils.  The 
response  to  the  offer  of  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  at 
thirteen  years  of  age  is  again  very  disappointing,  only  53%  of  those 
eligible  for  the  scheme  taking  part  in  it.  The  results  of  tuberculin 
testing  show  that  at  five  years  of  age  0  •  5%  of  the  children  are  tuberculin 
positive,  at  eight  years  of  age  2%  are  positive,  and  at  thirteen  years  of 
age  27%  are  positive.  One  wonders  whether  it  would  not  be  at  least  as 
important  to  carry  out  tuberculin  testing  each  year  on  every  child  as  it 
is  to  test  their  eyesight. 

The  cleanliness  inspections  at  which  each  child  is  examined  three 
times  in  the  year  showed  that  on  average  the  hair  of  3%  of  the 
children  is  infested  with  lice  or  nits,  though  usually  to  a  minimal 
degree.  This  is  by  no  means  a  bad  figure,  but  shows  the  necessit}^  for 
the  continuance  of  the  inspections. 

During  the  year  we  commenced  the  treatment  of  selected  cases  of 
enuresis  by  the  electric  alarm  method  and  await  the  findings  of  this 
with  considerable  interest. 

The  school  nurses  continued  to  give  the  full  syllabus  of  health 
talks  and  demonstrations  to  the  senior  girls  at  the  secondary  modern 
schools  and  this  year  it  was  possible  to  introduce  them  in  the  Livers- 
edge  Secondary  Modern  School,  at  the  Millbridge  Secondary  School 
and  the  Hartshead  Moor  Day  Special  School  for  E.S.N.  pupils. 

The  headteachers  and  staffs  at  all  the  schools  throughout  the 
area  have  again  been  most  tolerant,  co-operative  and  helpful  to 
members  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  and  this  has  not  only  bene¬ 
fited  the  service  but  has  made  it  easy  and  pleasant  to  reciprocate  in  any 
way  possible.

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TUBERCULIN  JELLY  TESTING  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS  AND 


EIGHT-YEAR  OLDS. 


Tuberculin  jelly  testing  of  school  entrants  and  eight  year  olds 
continued  as  a  routine  measure  throughout  the  year.  A  letter  of 
explanation  and  consent  form  was  sent  by  the  teachers  with  the  Form 
N.P.  to  the  children  in  these  groups  when  they  were  due  for  medical 
examination  at  school.  These  were  returned  to  the  school  and  the 
school  nurse  applied  the  tuberculin  and  control  jelly  to  those  children 
whose  parents  had  consented  to  this  procedure  being  carried  out,  three 
days  before  the  school  medical  inspection  was  due  to  be  held.  The 
School  Medical  Officers  read  these  results  when  the  children  were 
presented  for  medical  inspection  and  the  implications  were  explained 
to  the  parents.  Where  the  jelly  test  proved  to  be  positive,  the 
children  were  invited  to  the  school  clinic  for  a  further  skin  test  and, 
where  this  again  proved  to  be  positive,  the  tuberculosis  visitor  was 
informed  and  she  arranged  for  follow-up  of  the  child  and  contacts  at 
the  chest  clinic.

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CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

Three  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  12,945  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
carried  out.  265  individual  children,  were  reported  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory  on  387  occasions  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light.  The 
incidence  of  infestation  was  in  fact  less  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects 
is  to  notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if 
necessary  to  give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation. 
If  cure  is  not  effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the 
parents,  and  finally,  if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being 
exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent 
requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  of  the  person  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  within 
48  hours.  No  Statutory  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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The  section  of  the  work  which  follows,  relating  to  the  Public 
Health  Circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  F.  TEMPLEMAN,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION,  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 
A.  Refuse  Collection. 

For  most  of  the  3/ear  the  service  functioned  reasonably  well  and 
an  efficient  service  was  m.aintained,  except  for  part  of  the  winter  when 
sickness  amongst  workmen  and  difficulties  in  obtaining  replacements 
made  things  difficult. 

The  Department  was  responsible  for  the  removal  of  refuse  from 
14,478  premises,  and  a  total  weight  of  10,720  tons  of  refuse  was 
removed. 

Once  again  minor  alterations  to  vehicle  rounds  had  to  be  made  to 
even  out  the  effect  of  the  house  building  programme.  It  is  apparent 
that  a  detailed  survey  of  vehicle  rounds  will  have  to  be  undertaken 
in  the  near  future  to  obtain  an  accurate  picture  of  the  total  number  of 
bins  in  the  district,  their  even  distribution  or  otherwise  in  the  rounds, 
so  as  to  determine  the  adequacy  of  the  Corporation’s  present  fleet  of 
vehicles  to  continue  giving  an  efficient  and  economic  service.  The 
following  figures  show  the  effect  of  the  post-war  building  programme 
since  1948

The  increase  of  1,529  houses  to  date  is  not  considerable  in  relation 
to  the  collection  service.  It  represents  300  bins  per  round,  which  is  not 
equivalent  to  one  day’s  additional  work  per  team.  However,  the  new 
Estates  have  longer  “carries,”  and  this  tends  to  slow  down  the  rate  of 
emptying. 

The  Corporation’s  fleet  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  was  increased 
from  4  to  5  in  August,  1950.  The  figures  given  indicate  the  need  for 
the  survey  suggested,  and  it  may  well  be  that  if  vehicle  rounds  are 
found  to  be  such  that  a  reasonable  service  cannot  be  given,  the 
Corporation  will  have  to  increase  the  number  of  workmen,  with  or 
without  the  provision  of  an  additional  refuse  collection  vehicle. 

B.  Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  continued  at  the  Football 
Field,  East  Bierley,  and  The  Bottoms,  Heckmondwike. 

Since  the  use  of  the  tractor  for  tip  work,  there  has  been  a  great 
improvement  in  the  tip  surface,  which  is  more  firm  and  even  than  with 
manual  labour.  One  tractor  driver  and  one  tip  man  are  now  employed 
on  these  tips  whereas  formerly  there  were  four  workmen.

Of  the  169  observations,  some  of  which  were  taken  outside  normal 
office  hours,  i.e.,  in  the  early  morning  and  in  the  evening,  37  showed 
contraventions  considerably  in  excess  of  the  permissible  limits 
prescribed  in  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  and 
notice  was  served  in  each  nase.  39  boiler  plant  inspections  were 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  unsatisfactory  smoke  emissions.

It  is  encouraging  to  realise  that,  in  the  main,  owners  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  boiler  plants  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  their 
responsibilities  to  the  community  to  prevent,  as  far  as  practicable,  the 
emission  of  smoke  and  grit,  and  are  beginning  to  realise  that  financial 
savings  can  be  achieved  with  the  efficient  burning  of  fuel  by  modern 
methods. 

Although  the  Clean  Air  Act  did  not  become  fully  operative  until 
June,  1958,  it  is  clear  that  an  improvement  has  already  taken  place  in 
the  smoke  emissions  throughout  the  Borough.  Whilst  this  improve¬ 
ment  is  small  in  comparison  with  that  still  to  be  achieved,  it  has  at 
least  been  noted  by  some  members  of  the  public  who  have  expressed 
an  opinion  on  this  subject  to  members  of  the  Department.  Whilst 
improvements  will  be  progressive  it  should  be  realised  that  large 
alterations  to  and  replacement  of  boiler  plant  can  only  be  accomplished 
gradually  due  to  several  factors  amongst  which  are,  costly  capital 
expenditure  involved,  delivery  dates  for  new  plant  and  suitable 
timing  for  fitting  new  plant  so  as  not  to  substantially  interfere  with 
the  normal  working  of  industry.  In  addition  to  improvements  carried 
out  to  existing  plants,  it  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  new  boiler  plant 
installed  in  connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  is  in  the  region  of  £21 ,000. 

Five  notifications  were  received  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
3(3),  Clean  Air  Act,  of  the  intention  to  install  new  furnaces.  One 
application  was  made  for  the  "prior  approval”  of  a  furnace,  and  the 
application  was  approved.

Smoke  Control  Area. 

A  survey  which  entailed  1,178  visits  in  connection  with  the 
Borough’s  first  Smoke  Control  Area  was  carried  out,  and  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  The  Spenborough  No.  1  (Scholes  and  Westfield) 
Smoke  Control  Order,  1959,  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  The  area  covers  370  acres  or  thereabouts  and 
comprises  919  premises  of  which  873  are  dwellinghouses  (459  privately 
owned  and  414  Council  owned)  and  46  are  industrial,  commercial  and 
miscellaneous  buildings.  3,390  tons  of  bituminous  coal  requires  to  be 
replaced  by  smokeless  fuels.  No  exemptions  were  given  to  any  build¬ 
ings  within  the  area. 
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With  the  lack  of  sufficient  clerical  assistance  in  the  office,  the 
administrative  work  involved  in  preparing  details  for  the  various 
schedules  required  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
in  connection  with  the  submission  of  the  Order  for  confirmation  had  to 
be  undertaken  by  the  inspectorate,  with  the  result  that  certain  routine 
inspections  had  to  be  curtailed.  The  appointment  of  an  additional 
clerk  in  December  will  have  the  effect  of  rectifying  this  matter. 

Publicity  and  Education. 

In  connection  with  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Campaign,  the 
mobile  exhibitions  vans  of  the  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation,  the 
Yorkshire  Electricity  Board  and  the  North  Eastern  Gas  Board  visited 
the  district  during  March.  For  three  days  they  were  stationed  at 
Scholes,  and  a  further  three  days  were  spent  in  Cleckheaton  Market 
Place.  There  was  a  very  good  response  from  the  public,  especially  in 
Scholes,  and  hundreds  of  people  passed  through  the  exhibition  during 
the  week,  and  showed  a  keen  interest  in  the  various  exhibits. 

The  Department  co-operated  with  the  Ashlar/Spen  Valley 
Institute  of  Further  Education  in  arranging  and  publicising  a  short 
course  on  Fuel  Efficiency  and  Clean  Air.  It  is  disappointing  to  record 
that  the  proposed  course  had  to  be  cancelled  owing  to  lack  of  response 
from  plant  engineers,  boiler  firemen  and  the  like.
